Sir: 

As a precautionary measure, applicant requests an extension of time, if needed 
and if not separately attached hereto, and authorizes the Commissioner to charge the fee therefor 
to our deposit account in accordance with our standing authorization for such charges. 

In response to the restriction requirement dated August 12, 2005, applicant 
herewith elects with traverse the further prosecution of claim Group I, that is, of product claims 
1-4. 

Restriction was required because "instead of pulling on the handle to remove a 
weed the user could employ a process whereby the handle is rotated to rock on the base to 
fulcrum the weed from the ground". Applicant submits that this is neither practical nor an 
effective and meaningful use of the tool of this invention. 
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Alternatively, the restriction requirement was based on the observation that a user 



"could use the device as a cutting instrument to cut a weed between the V-shaped groove". It is 
not seen how this is a realistic use of the tool, since the tool is not adapted to cut the weed in a V- 
shaped groove. 



In view of the foregoing, applicant requests that the restriction requirement be 



retracted and that all pending claims 1-5 be examined.
